NEW ZEALAND RAILWAY. 


A New Zealand correspondent of 
jthe Victoria, British Columbia, Pro- 
| vince says : 

The British Columbian railway 
policy is one which the people of this 
province will regret only once, aud 
that is forever. Wein New Zealand 
travelled the same road, and know how 
utterly bad it is The New Zealand 
government have now acquired— 
though at great cost—all the private 
railways with one exception, and it is 
safe to say that never again will a raul- 
road concession be granted to a private 
corporation. Railroad grants mean 
lockivg up state lands, blocking settle- 
ment, blackmailing intending settlers 
by high prices for land and high rail- 
way tariffs, and the sacrifice of the 
public interest to the private welfare 
of a corporation. In New Zealand the 
government build their own railways 
on the co operative system, that is the 
workingmcen form co-operative parties, 
and take a block of work at a price 
fixed by the government, which give 
the standard wage for an eight-hours 
a day toa fair werkman. The public 
works are thus well and honestly 
carried out. The public lands are of- 
fered directly to settlers on the best 
terms possible. For instance, a settler 
can take up land by paying rent which 
represents interest at four per cent. on 
the expenditure incurred by the gov- 
ernment in acquiring the land (by 
valuation or arbitration) from the 
natives and in laying down roads. 
Settlement thus goes ahead. The rail- 
way rates are being steadily reduced 
as traffic increases, till, during last 
year, important reductions were made 
on three different occasions. Other 
reductions are contemplated, the public 
heing given the benefit of all profits 
ever actual expenses and interest on 
cost of construction. Then the trains 
are run as far as possible to suit the 
convenience of the people using them. 
Compare this with the state of things 
ruling ou this continent where there is 
a continual wariare between the 
farmers and the railroad corporations. 
With the state owning the railways 
the country is also free from the cor- 
rupting influence of great railroad cor- 
porations that seek to divert the reins 
of government intheir own Girecticn. 
Why should not your own government 
build and run the proposed railway be 
tween the coast ancl Kootenay? If the 
state built that line it could run it in 
the inierest of the people of British 
' Columbia, and could thus successfully 
| compete against any opposition from 
| the United States side. The land 
fs the line could also be thrown

INDIAN EDUCATION, 


Carrespondonce, 

I have seen most of the industrial 
schools in the Territories ; have given 
the matter considerable attention and 
for years have watched through the 
United States Indian reports, the pro- 
gress of Indian education under their 
department of Indiaa affairs. 


Our general system of Indian control 
is largely copied from the United 
States; over there it is necessary to 
have an extraordinary large staff of re- 
servation and other officials, required 
to control the more warlike and un- 
settled sentiment of the Indians of the 
United States. {t may be suggested 
that we skould have adopted one 
system tothe necesscry requirements 
of our own Iceal situation, and the 
number of officials proportioned to the 
more peaceable disposition of our own 
Canadiaif Indians. 


In regard to Indian education the | 


late government has established large 


schools for the industrial training of | 


the idea itself cannot 
but in the 
elaboration of the idea, the general con- 


Indian children ; 


® census of opinion is, that the very large 


expenditure entailed is out of all pro- 
yortion to the fractional results pro- 
duced by this system ef education. 


I think in the first place all Indian 
schools should be placed entirely under 
government control; according to the 
constitutional principle, that all govern- 
ment expenditure should be directly 
under government control. 

The dual control, religious and gov- 
ernment, has been tried in the United | 
States Indian schools, the arrangement 
was naturally unsatisfactory ; and they 
are now bringinz all their schovis again | 
under definite government control. 


It, is generally stated that our Indian | 


schools have not been suceessful in 
showing sufficient results for the large 
expenditure, and the reason is evident ; 


the conditions of life in those schools | 
generally are purely artificial and they | 


treat the pupils more like college 
students, in fact all the large industrial 
schools as orgazized at present must 
be an expensive failure wanting in 
practical results, 

About three-fourths of the trade 
instruction in these schools could be 
dispensed with; each schocl 
carpenter, shoemaker, blacksmith, &c., 
with the exception perhaps of the 
carpenter, most of the other 


learn the trades? The 
be put more on the basis of a farm 
where the pupils could be regularly 
taught how to work on a farm; a half 
day could be devoted to class room 
work. What they require is more 
practical education ; farming must for 
a long time be the main industry of 
the Northwest, and it seems desirable 
tu adapt our institutions to the neces- 
sary requirements 
situation. 

it seems to me doubtful if these 
large schools will ever fill the bill, it 
costs too much to run them. I think 
a less elaborate and more practical 
would produce better resulis ; 
there are agency buildings already favor- | 
ably sivuated for all of the reserves, or 
for groups of reserves; enlarge these | 
buildings gradually, and turn them in- 
to boarding schcols. The present 
Officials on the reserves, 
structor, clerk and farm impleiaents, 
tould be availabie, they would require 
in many cases toadd aschool teacher 
to the staff, run the school asa farm, 
Keep stock and go in for mixed farm 
itg generally. They should in a short 
time raise all the beef and baccn sup- 
plies for their reserve; the girls could 
be trained in practical household duties | 
aiid domestic management; a_ practi- 
cally managed farm before the Indians 
would be an_ object lesson of great | 
practical educational value; the Indians 
are quick at observing, at present they | 
ate rarely allowed to leave their re- 
SBives; they see very little farming | 
Gtitside their reserves; and in some 
Gases unfortunately the farm instruct- 
ot can scarcely be said to have been | 
appointed for their knowledge of farm- | 
ing ; many of the reserves have steam | 
tiils, creameries could be easily estab | 
lished at those places and the indians | 
gradually initiated into dairying, and | 
‘ther productive forms of industry | 
that would in course cf time make | 
them self-supporting citizens of the | 
country, 

Taese schools if carefully managed 
should in a short time become really 
self-supporting ; the pupils should just , 
receive a good practical common school 
education, reading, writing and arith- 
metic and some idea of accounts. 


There is too much government 
mi ney inour day expended in high | 

school education, in Chtario at present 
there is a great outcry against govern- | 
ment supported higher education ; the | 
examinations and the courses of study 
are steadily pressing forward an ever 
increasing large number of candidates | 
into the proiessions, to the detriment | 
of the more practical and certainly not 
less hororable industrial pursuits, 

In the United States where they | 
have a good system of schools they | 
adopt what is called the “outing plan,” | 
it conke be adepted here with advant- | 
age. They hire out the larger pupils | 
with selected farmers for a certain | 
period. There the pupils are brought 
into contact with the actual conditions 
ofindependent farming ; no doubt the 
sparsely settled condition of the North- 
West would only admit, under existing 
conditions, of a comparatively limited 
adoption of the “outing” system, but
